19 GENERAL FUND OF THE STATE, BUT SHALL REMAIN IN THE BOARD OF VETERINARY
20 MEDICAL EXAMINERS FUND TO BE USED FOR THE PURPOSES SPECIFIED IN THIS

21 TITLE

22 (3] (1) THE CHAIRMAN OF THE BOARD OR THE DESIGNEE OF THE
23 CHAIRMAN SHALL ADMINISTER THE BOARD OF VETERINARY MEDICAL EXAMINERS
24 FUND.

25 2 MONEYSIN THE BOARD OF VETERINARY MEDICAL EXAMINERS FUND
26 MAY BE EXPENDED ONLY FOR ANY LAWFUL PURPOSE AUTHORIZED BY THE
27 PROVISIONS OF THISTITLE.

28 (G) THE LEGISLATIVE AUDITOR SHALL AUDIT THE ACCOUNTS AND
29 TRANSACTIONS OF THE BOARD OF VETERINARY MEDICAL EXAMINERS FUND AS
30 PROVIDED IN § 2-1220 OF THE STATE GOVERNMENT ARTICLE.
